Two more Sheffield class Type 42 destroyers 
have been ordered by the Ministry of Defence from 
Cammcll Laird. Birkenhead. 

The first ship of this design. H.M S. Sheffield, is being 
built by Vickers Ltd., at Barrow-in-Furness, and will be 
launched by the Queen on June 10. 

Sheffield class destroyers will have a standard displace* 
ment of about 3.VX) tons and will be powered by a combina¬ 
tion of Tyne gas turbines for cruising and Olympus gas 
turbines for full power. 

Armament will comprise the 4.5 in. Mark H gun. anti¬ 
submarine torpedo tubes, and the new Scad art surface- 
to-air / surface missile system. The ships will also carry the 
new twin-engined WGI3 anti-submarine helicopter 

I he Ministry announcement sa>s it is planned to order 
further ships of the Sheffield class.

T his gives the totals of all shore billets for every rate. You can 
see there are four posts for PO in the London area, with virtu¬ 
ally no requirements for SQs Therefore it docs no! matter which 
SQ you hold. Since there are about 1600 Seaman POs in the 
Navy, the chances arc not good. Nevertheless someone has to 
go. and better a volunteer than a pressed man. However the 
moral is clear: Volunteer for the place you want, but make sure 
>xHir second choice is sensible. 

SEAMAN (ABLE RATE) 

Q. I have gained 12 months roster date adjustment from my former 
sea service. Why then am I going bock to sea after only 10 
months port serv ice? 

A. The 12 months roster date adjustment is a method of position¬ 
ing a man in order in the applicable rale and SQ. It is not an 
award of port service due. On a fast moving roster a man may 
achieve less than 12 months port service; equally on a slow 
moving roster he most certainly will get more than 12 months.

"Accompanied. ” yet the estimated relief date is IS months after 
I am to join. Why the contradiction to Drafting Regulations? 

A. The word "Accompanied*' is used to indicate that if married 
you may be accompanied if you so wish, but docs not prevent 
ihe single man from taking up the draft. Nor docs it prevent a 
married man leaving his family at home if necessary . The 15- 
month relief date is given because at the time of writing the draft 
order, Drafty docs not know whether you will be accompanied 
and ensures that you will be relieved at the correct time if you 
arc unaccompanied. Of course should you decide to be accom¬ 
panied and Drafty is informed, the relief date is amended on 
drafting records to read 25 months after joining Mauritius. Make 
sure Drafty is told — especially if your wife joins you after a 
gap. or you get married on station. 

WEAPONS ELECTRICAL 

Q. I have been selected as a candidate for Radio Mechanicians 
C ourse. When will I be drafted for the course? 

A. Candidates for Radio Mechanicians Courses arc selected by 
HMS ( ollingwood «»n completion of I Kl Ms and PORI I I 
courses, and in certain cases on recommendations from com¬ 
manding officers of sea-going ships. CND maintains a roster of 
these candidates in strict seniority of rating. At the moment there 
are 100 men in the roster of whom Ihe top 20 are PORELs. The 
next course CND has to fill is in October, I97|. On this course 
there arc ten places. Ihe next course after that is in May. 1972. 
so obviously an LRKM is best advised to pass the Provisional 
Professional Examination for A/PORI I .i' soon as possible, 
and increase his chance of being selected for a course bv jump¬ 
ing over the other LREMs who have not botherd to pass 
the PPL

The first H.M.S. Rapid, a 
12-gun 1/7-ton brig built at 
Topsham In 1804. fought In the 
wars against France and was 
sunk In action off Lisbon In 
1808 

The same year, the second, 
a 200 -ton sloop of 16 guns, 
was launched at Topsham. 
Sold In 1814. she was followed 
by a Porlsmouth-bullt sloop of 
2 J 0 tons and 10 guns which 
served from 1829 unlit she 
was wrecked oft Crete in 1838. 

The fourth Rapid, a 320-ton 
brig of 10 guns, was built at 
Portsmouth In 1840 and 
employed mainly In the sup¬ 
pression of the West African 
slave trade until she was sold 
in 1856. 

The fifth was built at Dept¬ 
ford. A screw sloop of 700 
tons and only three guns, she 
served In the Mediterranean 
from 1860 to 1880 . 

GUARDSHIP 

In 1883 the sixth Rapid, a 
12-gun sloop of 1.420 tons, 
was built at Portsmouth. She 
was employed as a guardship 
at Gibraltar until the outbreak 
of war In 1914. 

The seventh was built by 
Thornycrott In 1916. A 1.033- 
ton torpedo boat destroyer 
armed with three four-inch 
guns and torpedo tubes, she 
saw war service with the 
Grand Fleet In the North Sea. 
and was sold In 1927. 


The crippled warship was virtually at the mercy of 
the Japanese guns. Badly damaged in an engage¬ 
ment with a shore battery, she had suffered many 
casualties and a complete loss of power. 

But she was towed clear of 
I he cnertiv fire. and. after 
only two hours, was able to 
proceed under her own 
steam on one boiler at 20 
knots.

C harts of the area are now 
being altered, and should be on 
sale this month. 

Ten ships took part in a wreck 
sweep and check survc> of the 
route — II M. ships Echo. 
Fgcria. and Enterprise of the 
Inshore Survc> Squadron the 
mmehunters Bromngton. Kedles- 
ton and Kellington. minesweepers 
Wolvcrton. I ewiston and Be item, 
and the frigate H \l S Ciurkha 
which patrolled the area to keep 
shipping clear. 

the first II miles of the route 
had been fully surveyed and sonar 
swept by the survey ships H M.S 
Beagle and H.M.S Bulldog m 
1970. 

Wire and sonar sweeps 
revealed 40 contacts, eight of 
which proved to be wrecks, 
including a first world war U- 
boat. All have at least 12 fathoms 
of water over them

So great is the enthusiasm of the Royal 
Naval Benevolent Trust's men in Malta that 
the Trust's work is continuing there on a 
voluntary basis, despite a Central Committee 
decision taken in December. 1969. that the 
Malta Committee should be run down by the 
end of 1970. 

With the naval rundown in the Far East and in 
Malta, the Central Committee had taken that deci¬ 
sion because of the small number of U K ratings 
remaining in Malta and the departure of many of 
the Malta committee's experienced members. 

But. because of the committee's enthusiasm and 
the arguments its members put forward, the Cen¬ 
tral Committee decided in July. 1970. that the 
Malta subsidiary committee should be allowed to 
continue investigating applications for help, pro¬ 
vided its members were prepared to carry out. 
voluntarily, the administrative and clerical duties 
involved. 

Time will tell, but with the keenness shown in 
recent years it is almost certain that the R.N.B.T .

Long history 

the R N B.T. Corresponding Representatives 
Committee. Malta, was set up in October. 1925, to 
create closer contact between the Trust’s represen¬ 
tatives in ships and the advancement of the Trust’s 
work in the Fleet. 

Its responsibility was to deal with cases of 
immediate distress among serving ratings of the 
Mediterranean Fleet and their dependants in 
Malta, and among ex-serving ratings and their 
dependants. 

It was also part of the committee’s work to 
obtain, whenever possible, representation on the 
committees of other organizations and funds to 
help co-ordinate the work and avoid “over¬ 
lapping.**

advisory help to locally entered personnel, ex- 
personnel and their dependants 

Although the island measures only 15 by seven 
miles, the work of voluntary agencies in Malta is 
not easy. 

Besides language complications and transport 
problems, access to some homes is obscure, and 
finding applicants in the residential flats is not an 
easy job 

Purposeful future 

I he R N B.T in Malta, like the island itself, has 
a glorious past — and a purposeful future. 

From July the subsidiary committee will be 
operating on a voluntary basis, without paid 
clerical help. but. judging by the spirit hitherto 
shown, it will undoubtedly maintain the Trust’s 
motto “By the Navy. For the Navy." and will 
ensure that no naval dependant living on the island 
will be without friends. 


During the siege of Malta in the second world 
war the committee did valuable work In fact, in 
November. 1942. the Trust’s Central Committee 
decided to extend its powers to enable it to make 
grants on the same basis as the local committees in 
the home ports. 

It was intended to reconsider the position at the 
end of hostilities, but these powers were continued 
until March. 1965. when the Malta committee was 
reconstituted and became known as the R N.B T, 
Subsidiary Committee. Malta. 

It is currently composed of corresponding rep¬ 
resentatives in ships on the Mediterranean Station 
and representatives from local establishments. 

Membership is not confined to any particular 
branch or rating This provides a cross section and 
ensures that men of the Navy — as they always 
have done — have adequate control of their own 
organization. 


Annuities rise next month 


The R N. B. T. s Central Committee decided to implement the policy commit¬ 
tee s third main recommendation that the maximum payable under the Jellicoe 
Annuities should be increased to Cl per week for both single people and married 
couples. 

The new figure comes into operation on July 1 and will involve the Trust in extra 
expenditure of about £20.000 a year. 

For some time there had been a growing feeling that the present maximum of 
50p per week for a single person and 7Sp for a married couple no longer provided 
the additional support originally intended for elderly people subsisting on Sup¬ 
plementary Benefits 

Although the Trust had been following the theory of providing many with a little 
rather than a few with a lot. the devaluation of the pound had greatly reduced the 
purchasing power of the annuities

Parents will also be asked to 
bring a postcard for delivery to 
the U.K. headmaster, who will 
post it to the overseas school ask¬ 
ing for the confidential documents 
to be sent direct. 

Similar arrangements are being 
made w hen naval parents fly over¬ 
seas. 


Advantages 

I hc Service Children's Educa¬ 
tion Authority (SCEA) works to 
whichever Service overseas is the 
major user, so the Navy still runs 
schools in Malta. Mauritius and 
Gibraltar, the R.A.E. in Cyprus, 
and the Army in Germany and 
Hong Kong. 

There arc many advantages in 
getting together at the top in one 
education authority. 

I here is equation with other 
local education authorities in the 
I K. in status and professional¬ 
ism. the ability to build schools 
more easily and equip them better 
(the Navy was always a bit parsi¬ 
monious about school finance), 
and a general aim to give the 
Service child an education at least 
as good as that he would receive 
in the U.K. 

Pupil-teacher ratios arc better 
than those in U.K. schools, and 
consequently classes are rela¬ 
tively smaller. 

S( EA is doing its best to influ¬ 
ence local education authorities to 
make similar and better provision 
for the mobile child in the U.K.

In ten days of trials, averaging six sorties a day. 
four R A F. crews and two aircraft were simulating 
operational conditions for fuel. load, and range. 


‘Parlour tricks’ 


One dropped a practice I.OOOIh bomb abreast the 
ship as part of its weapon training, and they both 
showed their "parlour tricks' w hich included pirouet¬ 
ting within their ow n length. 

More United States orders are expected, and 
world-wide orders are only awaiting the results of 
operational service. 

The trials were highly successful, and reinforced 
the opinion that the jump jet is a vital contribution to 
the naval weaponry of the next decade.

In January this year H M S 
Phoenix assumed responsibility for

Main training task undertaken is 
for petty officer and leading 
seaman qualifying candidates, and 
other courses include pre- 
commissionmg training tor 
seamen officers and men before 
joining their ships. Special Duties 
officer candidates, survival at sea 
and boat training. 

Of the total 61 subjects covered, 
the more obvious are boatwork. 
coastal navigation, anchors and 
cables and ship husbandry 

Some ratings are trained for sail- 
making duties, such as making and 
repairing ships awnings, small 
boats* sails and covers and wire 
splicing 

Nearly 2,500 students pass 
through the school each year 


91 over the previous year, but 
their cost was substantially 
lower — In fact at about £70,000 
It was the lowest fire loss 
figure since 1962-63.

Blue skies and a big fire 


Whether it s glorious mid-summer 
with warm water and blue skies, or 
grey brooding winter, and a bleak 
wind whipping waves across the 
northern reaches of Portsmouth 
harbour, Horsea Island is one place 
where they always appreciate a 
good fire. 

Since 1958. when the Navy's fire school 
moved there from H.M.S. Phoenix in 
mainland' Portsmouth, flame and 
smoke signals from the island have 
announced that the Service's firetighters 
are in business — or to be more accurate 
its potential firefighters H 

Because the men — and women — who 
go there are not really firefighters at all, 
but members of all walks of Navy life 
learning what to do if fire strikes, whether 
afloat or ashore. 

A small but dedicated staff has the job 
of creating, supervising, and ensuring the 
extinguishing of a variety of blazes rang¬ 
ing from small bonfires needing only 
‘ first aid" treatment to dramatic conflag¬ 
rations from 2.000 gallons of diesel oil 
blazing in a 25ft. square pit. As someone 
said. It can be quite hairy here at times. 
(That's one reason why the staff watch 
carefully what's going on. and why there 
are always "safety numbers" close by to 
intervene should a student find himself 
difficulty ) 

About 7.000 - 8.000 a year attend 
courses, ranging from half-day to a week, 
and lectures on theory supplement the 
real thing. 

Fires are fought with foam and water. 
Surprising, perhaps, to many, water is 
used for the big oil-pit fire, but it is 
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emphasized that this can only be done in 
certain conditions. This blaze is fought 
through a water wall" with the wind 
carrying flame and smoke towards the 
firefighters to give them confidence in the 
effectiveness of the "wall.

Abandoned 

According to one of the 
contributors, George M. 
Elsey. writing on the naval 
aspects of the invasion, “the 
Mulberry artificial ports, 
instead of being keys to the 
success as the> were hailed at 


the time, were ‘excessive 
insurance.' “ 

Because of the storm imme¬ 
diately after the invasion, he 
points out that the Mulberry at 
Omaha beach was abandoned, 
and yet twice the tonnage was 
soon being handled without 
the Mulberry as had been 
planned to handle with it.

H M.S. Fagle Sea Venoms of 


X09. 891. K93. K94 and 895 
squadrons worked with 
R.A.F. Venoms from Cyprus 
in large-scale ground attack 
sorties and so made notable 
contribution to accurate Army 
support operations. 

In 1958. three Sea Venoms 
of 893 Squadron embarked in 
H M S. Victorious and car¬ 
ried out the first firing of Fire- 
streak guided missiles by an 
operational fighter squadron 
of the Royal Navy.
